At the corner of Peachtree and Pine 
streets, surrgunded by a wide. level’ laven, 
stands a large, handsome residence. It de: 
known as Miss Sophia Thornbury’s school 
for Girls. . , 

There took place in that. house last. Sat- 
urday night a most strange event, the 
explanation of which still proves a baf-- 
fing mystery. ae 

About 9 o'clock that evening a. young, 
fashionably dressed and pretty wemian- 
alighted from a street car. in front af 
the house. Without stopping to‘ look. 
about her and turning neither to the-right 
nor left, this pergon came directly up ths 
walk.

Every gas jet in the house was im- 
mediately lighted and servante and mem- 
vers of the household searched each nook 
and cranny. from cellgr to-garret.

Turkish Ambassador Says the Porte 
Is Not Responsible for the Out- 
rages That Have Occurred. 
Reports Show Attempt 
To Kill Magelssen. 


31.—Chekib Bey, 
had a jong inter- 
view today with Secretary Hay. He 
refused to discuss the interyiew, stating 
that he had nothing to communicate, 
further than what appeared in the As- 
sociated Press dispatches yesterday morn- 
ing.

Chekib Bey assured Secretary Hay that 
the Turkish government had done noth- 
ing wrong, apd Will use every endeavor 
to protect American Citizens residing in 
Turkey. He also discussed the conditions 
of the insurrection in Turkey, and sald 
that the Turkish government was not 
responsible for any of the disasters that 
had occurred. 

Secretary Hay’s call upon Acting Secre- 
tary Darling was for the purpose of as- 
certaining the whereabouis of the Euro- 
pean squadron, and also what their or- 
ders are. There is no tntention of chang- 
ing any orders at present, especially as 
the ships can not be reached until they 
arrive at Beirut. No messages of import- 
ance have been received from Minister 
Leishman today. 

Magelssen’s Life Attempted. 

Late dispatches from Minister Leish- 
man give in detail the conditions in Tur- 
key, and do not differ materially in tane 
from those previously sent. /Minister 
Leishman does not, as reported in some 
quarters, request the withdrawal. of the 
American ships from Turkish aaters. 

While reports by way of Lonéon state 
that no attempt was madg upon the life 
of Vice Consul Magelssen, official advices 
so far received, show that such an at- 
tempt was made. The present status was 
known before the ships left Genoa, and 
this government did not decide to change 
the orders. It is now stated, however, 
that should there be a calm and peaceful 
condition at Beirut when the ships ap- 
rive, the matter. of sending them to an- 
other port will be considered and possibly 
adopted. The Turkish minister made no 
request of Sécretary Hay, at the interview 
today, regarding the movement of United 
States war vessels, and nothing In this 
matter was promised by the state depart- 
ment. ;

Hoosier Senator Airs His 
Views on the Mob 
Question, 
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St. Paul, Minn., August 31.—Senator 
Fairbanks and Dan Patch were the two 
attractions at the Minnesota state fair 
today.

The senator discussed a wide range of 
topics of national Interest. among them 
mob law, saying: 

“Sporadic cases of lynching and burn- 
ing in many quarters have stirred deeply 
the just indignation of the country..Be it 
| gaid to the credit of the great northwest 
| that she has been singularly free from 
revolting offenses which have occurred 
eleew here, 

“Lynch law is an indelible crime and a 
disgrace. It not only murders the hapless 
victim, but it assassinates the good name 
of the community in which it usurps au- 
thority. From beyond the pale of the 
law is the forum of savagery. The mob 
Which disregards all lawful restraint is 
the rule of anarchy. It rests upon the 
animal instinct and brute force. 

“It tramples under foot the noblest and 
most cherished traditions which have 
come down to us from the fmmortal] fath- 
er who founded our institutions. It is 


at war with our best aspirations. It is 
at war with the home, the church and 
the state. It breaks upon our peace with 
cyclonic fury, and when it has spent its 
frenzy it leaves wreck, ruln and dishonor 
in its wake.

He accompanied Miss Gentry 
to church last night, returning home 
with her and a lady friend of hérs, and 
appeared in the best of humor, remain- 
ing at the home of Miss Gentry for a 
short while and then going to his own 
home, two squares farther east in Broad 
street. 

Mr. Bates arose this morning ahout 7 
o'clock and left home. He was a iittl+¢ 
dejected, but said as he went out of the

“T'll see you later.” 

Instead af going to the place at whicn 
he took his meds he boarded a car and 
went down town, and it is supposed that 
he procured the pistol and then went 
back to the home of Miss Gentry. 

He appeared there at about & o'clock 
and. was admitted. Miss Gentry met 
him at the door and they entered the 
parlor. He had been there about fifteen 
minutes when the members of the family 
were startled by the pistol shots in rapid 
succession. They at once rushed to the 
parlor door, which was open, with the 
room filled with smoke. On the floor, 
possibly 3 feet apart, lay the two bodies. 

Miss Gentry was dead when found, the 
shot having killed her instantly. Mr 
Bates was in the throes of death whe 
the room was entered. He lived possi 
three minutes after inflicting the wo 
en himself. f 
Miss Gentry was in her twenty-second 
year and was one of the best known 
young women in the city. She was of 
medium build, with a wealth of dark 
hair, a fine complexion and dark eyes. 
She was a member of Union Station 
Methodist church ang an earnest church 
worker. 

Mr. Bates was 24 vears old. He had 
never known the faste of HNquor or to- 
bacco and never used a profane word 
He was note clerk at the First national 
bank.

fies Meets in New York 


Secretary of Commerce Cortelyou 
Adaresses the Congress—Inter- 
esting Papers Read in Re- 
gard to the ‘“‘Improve- 
‘merit of Longevity.”

- New York, August 81.—The fourth inter- 
‘national congress of actuaries met in this 
city today...The delegates include men 
from several foreign countries. Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor George B. Cortel- 
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you, Who is an honorary member, was 

delegated by the president to open the 

session, and delivered an address. 
Cortelyou’s Address. 

Secretary Cortelyou’s address was as 
follows: 

“Your congress in many particulars oc- 
cupiés a unique position. First, the sub- 
ject matter of your deliberations is pri- 
marily scientific, based in fact upon what 
may be termed a distinct branch of ap- 
plied mathematics. Second, it embraces 
in its wide scope the professions of law 
and of medicine, and its discussions con- 
template the considerafion of formal 
contracts and questions allied to varioug 
divisions of sanitary science. Third, the 
relation of this subject matter, which has 
the attention of the congress., to these 
academic subjects has to do in a most 
Striking way with the great world of 
finance, and is intimately connected with 
financial institutions that are among the 
most potential of our modern economic 
factors; for these great jnstitutions in- 
clude not only those of life insurance, 
but the savings fund and, the pension 
offices, and similar agencies which on 
the continent of Europe are in so many 
cases governmental institutions. Fourth, 
it is altogether probable and within the 
realm of safe statement to say that rare- 
ly, if ever before, has there met in this 
country a body of thinkers and workers 
more representative of the alliance of 
academic theory with the application ot 
the principles of the learned professions 
to diversified interests which occupy a 
commanding position in the business and 
industrial world. This means for the con- 
gress great responsibility and great in 
fluence. \ 


On Impartial Plane.

Mortality in War. 

The afternoon session began with @ 
discussion of three papers on the gen- 
eral subject of war mortality, the first 
by Frederick Schooling, honorary secre- 
tary of the institute of actuaries, Lon- 
don, on ‘War Risks With Special Refer- 
ence to the War In South Africa, 1899- 
1¢02."” 

The second, by Kotaro Schida, delegate 
of the imperial Japanese fovernment, 
Toklo, on ‘‘The Risk Rate of the Late 
China-Japanese War,”’ and the third by 
Robert G. Hann, assistant actuary of 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, on 
“War Mortality in the United States. 

The afternoon programme also included 
a discussion of papers on mortality in 
India and other tropical countries, in 
Japan and among non-cavcasian race. 

The subject of the morning discussion, 
“Improvement In Longevity,” was again 
taken up in the afternoon. Mr. Charlton 
’ Lewis said that there were three 
general reasons for thé improvement in 
longevity—the better care that children 
receive in the present day; the vast im- 
provement in handling epidemics, e8- 
pecially progressive, in the last few 
years, and the vast improvement in medi- 
cal and surgical science. 

“We find,” he said, ‘‘that the mortality 
in particular diseases has decreased very 
greatly in the last forty years. 

“These influences are all alike in this 
respect, that all represent not an incredse 
in the vitaHty of the strong, but a 
diminution of mortaMty among the weak, 

“The number of weaklings today is, 
therefore, greater and the résult 1s degra- 
dation of the mass.in the average.” 

Ridicule for Root. 

KF. L. Hoffman, of Newark university, 
who lectured on actuarial subjects, “said 
in part: 

“When we are told by a secretary of 
wag that the mortality in Cuba is not 
move than that in the city of New 
Yo'g., it does not require much actyarial 
knowledge to cause one to smile and to 
know that it is nonsense.”’ 

He also declared the statement that 
the death rate of the city of Havana is 
no greater than that of Washington to 
be untrue. For some time to come the 
death rate of Havana will be from 50 to 
1% per cent greater than any northern 
city. 

The papers on ‘Mortality Among Non- 
Caucasian Races’ were taken up for dis- 
cussion. The congress then adjourned 
until tomorrow moprning.

ORD SALISBUR 
"SLEEPS BY WIFE] 
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Remains of Statesman In- 
terred in Burial Ground 
of Cecils, 


London, August 31.—The remains of 
Lord Salisbury were interred today be- 
side those of his wife in the burial 
ground of -the Cecils at Hatfield. The 
arrangements were of the most private 
and simple character. All the children of’ 
the deceased were present, as were -also 
Premier Balfour, Lord Selberne and a 
few intimate neighbors. Otherwise the 
mourners were made up of the dead 
statesman’s tenants, retainers and inhab- 
itants of Hatfield. The coffin was car- 
ried to and from the parish church by 
old retainers. 

Simultaneously a memorial service was 
held in Westminster Abbey, which was 
attended by representatives of King Ed- 
ward, Emperor William and other mem- 
bers of royal and imperial families, cab- 
iret ministers, former cabinet ministers, 
diplomats, including Ambassador Choate 
and members of other embassies, and a 
host of peers, members of parliament 
and others. The only floral tribute on 
Lord Salisbury’s coffin was a wreath 
Bent by Queen Alexandra. Other wreaths 
Sent by the king of Portugal! and others 
were used to decorate the grave y9rd. 
The archbishop of Canterbury officiated 
at the funeral service.

Many prominent politicians are also in 
the city to attend the opening of the 
legislature.

“But that purity of jury trial has given 
Way to flagrant abuses. The unending fa- 
cllity for frivilous appeals wears out the 
life of a case. Witnesses die off or are 
bought off or move away from the scene 
of the offense. In one way and another 
trials are delayed until justice is im- 
possible. The sympathies of the people 
gradually pass from the person slain to 
the accused and when at last a final 
judgment is rendered it is an acquittal or 
a lighter punishment of some trivial sort. 
Thus the law of God is despised, set 
aside and violated. It is this which more 
frequentiy follows than follows quick and 
certain, to say nothing of deserved pun- 
ishment as the law of God requires. 

“And if the courts do convict In these 
days before justice can be meeted out the 
star chamber court of high commission 
known as the pardoning board, a court 
that is governed by no law, a court of ex- 
pert procedure; a court that Is the appeal 
of last resort, for it has usurped the func- 
tion of the supreme corert, is appealed to 
for clemency, not appealed to for justice. 
Before this court comes the attorneys and 
friends of the accused and probably right.

Good Orops and High Prices for Cot- 
ton Presage Fall of Prosperity 
and Plenty—Southwest Geor-. 
gia Will Have Best 
Fall in Years. 


Columbus, Ga., August. 81.—(Special.)— 
Prospects are bright for an unusually 
good fajl business !n Columbus. It has 
been comp2ratively dull during the past 
three or four weeks, but this is only the 
lull before the opening df the cotton 
season. 

A few scattering bales were received 
here during the past week, and this week 
tne farmers in this section of Georgia 
and Alabama start to picking cotton in 
earnest. New cotton will begin to roll 
into Columbus in a. few days, and before 
October 1 the commercial machinery will 
have been we!l olled with cotton money. 

As E. P. Oswiey, cashier of the Fourth 
National bank, says in an interview: 


“Cotton at $30 and $60 a bal@€ will pay 
debis fast, and in thirty or sixtydays we 
will all be in fine shape.”’ 

Mr. Owsley has just returned from a 
trip to Kentucky, his old home, and says 
that he never saw prettier crops. His 
father, who has been a banker in Ken- 
tucky thirty-nine years, says that busl- 
ness conditions in that state are more 
satisfactory than in years. Mr. Owsley 
has just received a letter from his big 
Mississippi plantation saying that th» 
eotton crop there is in fine condition. He 
and L.. F. Humber, of Columbus, own 
2000 acres in the Delta country in Missis- 
sippi, 1,600 acres of which are under cult& 
vation. 

Will Market Cotton Rapidly. 

Farmers around Columbus, will market 
their cotton as rapidly as it is ginned, as 
long as the present fancy prices prevail. 
It is the general belief that cotton will 
not fall below 10 cents, and it is thought 
that 11 cents will be a good average dur- 
ing September, and possibly October. 

I'he local ware houses are preparing for 
a big business. Much cotton is expected 
next Saturday. The steamer Three States, 
which comes tomorrow, has fifty balés ol 
botton aboard. The city’s receipts for 
{he year which closes tomorrow are 8€V- 
eral thousand bales greater than those 
of the preceding season. 

Cotton Mills Have Run. 

One reason it is thought that business 
will be unsually good this fall is that 
the city. unlike other cotton manufactur- 
ing centers, has not suffered a Geyree- 
sion due to its mills shutting down. Every 
cotton mill in Columbus has been in 
operation all the Summer, with the ex- 
eeption of one which shut down tempo- 
rarily a few days, and which will deny 
operation in a few days. The cotton wes 
operatives have had continfious ee. 
ment, conditions being vastiy differen 
from those in other cities where the cot- 
ton mill help has been idle a great part 
of the summer. This satisfactory state 
of affaire is due to the foresight of Co- 
lumbus cotton manufacturers in laying 
in an ample stock of raw material. 

Big Increase in Freights. 

Another indication that the fall busi- 
ness hére will be good is found in the 
fact that the freight business of the rail- 
roads at this point is any where from 2 
to 40 per cent greater this year than last 
vear. The great increase in tonnage is 
due to several reasons. In the first place, 
with the manufactories here running on 
full time the shipments out of Columbus 
of manufactured products have been very 
large. Then, again, the merchants here 
have bought large fall stocks. There are 
a number of new mercantile houses 
which are receiving heavy shipments 


from New York. .

He 
points out that the dullness of the past 
two or three weeks has been due to the 
lateness of the season, but says that 
eonditions are in every way satisfactory. 
He anticipates good collections and a 
very satisfactory fall trade. Reports re- 
ceived by the district office of Dun & 
Company indicate that the cotton yield 
“in southwest Georgia will be gped, not- 
withstanding the lateness of the season, 
unless some unexpected calamity should 


occur. 
Bright Prospects at Dublin. 

Dublin, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)—Sat- 
urday business men and a few farmers in 
Dublin began to feel good. Only about 
thirty bales of cotton were brought here 
that day, but it was sold for a very high 
price, the figures going to 12 1-4 cents.

tion of the Jegislature at its January 
session. 

In the county primaries the chief inter- 
est was ¢«hown in the contests for sheriff 
and treasurer, and in these places money 
and ¢orrupt interest played a prominent 
part. All the money collected by the 
sheriff and handled by the treasurer pass 
through the banks, and in a large ma- 
jority of instances tnese races assumed 
the shape of contests between banking 
institutions, particularly the treasurer's 
office, and this has created a tendency 
to make the banks organized factors in 
county politics, which threaten in a great 
measure to absolutely dictate all politi- 
cal affairs in the county. 

Bad Features of Campaign. 

There was never a campaign in the his- 
tory* of Mississippi when so much de- 
testabie lying, siandering, viilifying, gvs- 
siping, bacKoiUdng aiumi biacKgUUrdis.n was 
imduigea in vy iwnembers ot aii actions, 
nur never belure nave cangidates stoopea 
lo such degrading depths to optain office. 
Men of hign character and integrity who

By some this feature was attributed to 
the new primary law, and others assert 
that the measure had nothing to do with 
the low plane on which the campaign

But 
regardless of the causes, the result is the 
same. Wounds have been inflicted during 
the past six months that will take many 
years to heal, close friends have heen 
turned into everlasting foes, and seeds 
were sown which endanger the solldity of 
Mississippi democracy if they are allow- 
ed to sprout. 

The assailing of personal character In 
quite a number of instances provoked 
feelings that might have resulted in 
bloodshed had it not been for the inter- 
ference of friends, and men of irreproach- 
able name were brought face to face with 
indignities which they could not stoop 
to answer, but which nevertheless had 
their effect {n the campaign among the 
unheeding class of voters who are willing 
to believe everything they hear. 

All in all. Mississippi has passed through 
a dirty ‘cammpaten, and all right thinking 
citizens sincerely hope that they will 
never see {ts like again.

Labor and the Cotton Crop. 
The labor problem in its relation- 


ship to the production of cotton is 
interestingly dscussed in various 
phases in three articies which are 
brought to the attention of The Con- 


‘Stitution’s readers today. 


In the forthcoming issue of The 
American Monthly Review of Reviews 
Richard H, Edmonds, editor of 
The Manufacturers’. Record, than 
whom there is no better informed stu- 
dent of southern business conditions, 
discusses “The Cotton Crop of To- 
day,” some extracts from which, tak- 
en from the advance sheets, are: pre- 
sented in another column. Mr. Ed- 
monds shows among other things that 
the negro has become with each suc- 
ceeding year a less important factor 
in the production of cotton, the amount 
raised by negro labor in proportion to 
the whole crop being steadily on the 
decline. 

Mr. D. A. Tompkins, of North Caro- 
lina, is quoted in a recent publication 
as arguing that the greatest decrease 
in th8 amount of available farm labor 
in North Carolina and other southern 
states is the result of the whites going 
from the fields to work in the cotton 
mills which have, in late years, so in- 
creased in number and capacity. 

A prominent and successful farmer 
of Houston county, a man known to 
us and for whose business capacity 
and good sense we take pleasure in 
vouching, sends a communication 
bearing upon this general subject of 
farm labor, brought out by his ap- 
proval of an article previously pub- 
lished and which has attracted much 
attention, in which the writer took the 
position that the hope of agricultural 
development in the south depends 
upon a return to something like the 
old plantation system prevailing be- 
fore the war—the application of real 
business methods to cotton farming 
on a large scale. . 

The trend of the argument of each 
of these writers is toward the conclu- 
Sion that a betterment of labor con- 
ditions in the agricultural regions of 
the southern states must be the first 
step toward the development of the 
cotton gropving industry, and the grow- 
ing of other southern staple crops, to 
anything like its highest capacity. Mr. 
Tompkins, who is a close student of 
the cotton situation, makes the rather 
startling annguncement that in North 
Carolina alone “nearly 50,000 people 
have left farms to go into cotton mills 
and other new manufacturing plants. 
Fifty thousand more have left farms 
to go into éther factories such as cot- 
ton seed oi] mills, saw mills, furniture 
factories,” and others. Most of the 
other cotton states have, he thinks, 
experienced a similar change. - This 
retirement of labor from the cotton 
farms to gO into manufacturing pur- 
suits is, he thnks, one of the two in- 
fluences which cooperate to make the 
present high price of cotton, <he othe 
being the ‘extended trade in cotton 
goods which wag made when cotton 
was low. “In this new situation,” 
writes Mr. Tompkins, “the production 
of cotton in the southern states of the 
American union has become a very at- 
tractive proposition. The new condi- 
tion makes the south &@ fine field for 
the European emigrant. The further 
development of cotton production 
would seem to be contingent on find- 
ing a new element to take the place 
of those who have ieft the farm for 


the factory. With cotton at 10 cents | 


@ pound and above (he thinks the 
present high price is bound to prevail 
for, several years, at least), and with 
increasing factory populations making 
cash markets for perishable farm 
products, the south is by far the most 
attractive part of the United States 
for that class of European immigra- 
tion, which is made up of farmers, 
who are coming to this country to ben- 
efit their condition.” 

The Constitution’s Houston county 
correspondent ‘gives an interesting 
example of the possibilities of greater 
cotton production gathered from his 
own experience. He says that but for 
the labor conditions surrounding him 
he could easily produce this year a 
1,000-bale crop from the plantations on 
which he now gets 300 bales, and he 
believes that the same relative in- 
crease might be brought about 
throughout the greater part of the 
south. In this connection he pictures 
the possibilities were the southern 
planters able to secure the services 
of a class of laborers like the Chinese, 
for whose thrift and industry and ca- 


pacity as agricultural laborers he evi- 


dently has the highest admiration, 
He does not treat of the Chinaman as 
being possible of acquirement under 
the existing immigration laws; but he 
uses him ag an illustration of the sort 
of labor we ought to have, and to 
emphasize by comparison the incapac- 
ity of the present labor as now han- 
dled. | 

These varying opinions upon a sub- 


ject” of so great interest to all south- 


erners serve to draw attention pri- 
marily to the great possibilities of the 
development of the cotton industry 
and of the south as a whole. One way 
or another, the business of the produc- 
tion of raw cotton will be placed upon 
the same substantial basis that char. 


acterizes the production of wheat and 


| corn upon the great farms of the 


west. The’ present high price of the 
staple has’ put the farmers of Geor- 
gia and the south in a more indepen- 
dent condition than they have been 
at any time since the war, and with 
this independence will come the abil- 
ity to deal with their labor upon more 
businesslike terms which will in- 
sure better results and greater profits 
in the future. ‘ 

The south undoubtedly presents a 
most inviting fieid for white agricul- 
tural labor, and it will come to take 
the places of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of native whites who-have gone 
into the mills and factories. The stim- 
ulus given the industry by the in- 
Jection of this element will be valua- 
ble to the negro labor. Things will 
gradually but eertainly be put upon a 
Strictly business basis, and not only 
The south as a whole, but every planter 
and every individual worker will profit 
thereby.

First blood in England’s great tariff 
battle has been scored for the op- 
ponents of Mr. Chamberlain's protec- 
tion policy, and there is sorrow in 
the ranks of the unionists.

Editor Constitution: Permit one who 
has long been a close reader of your 
admirable newspaper to sey that, in my 
judgment, one of the most iInterésting 
articles you have had in many a day 
was that of Mr. Ulrich B. Paoillips upon 
the practicablilty of a return to the old 
plantation system in the development of 
southern agriculture.

The residents along the west side of 
Whitehall street, from Fair street to Mc- 
Daniel street, last evening appealed to 
the courts to compel the Centra) of Geor-

At 7 o'clock a petition was presented te 
Judge Lumpkin asking that he restrain 
the railroad from destroying the street 
which lies back of the residence prop- 
erty on the west side of Whitehall 
street between Fair and McDaniel streets. 
The petition was in the name of Mrs. 
Caroline Menko and Henry C. Beerman, 
and was presented to Judge Lumpkin by 
S. Roland Alston, attorney, 

After reading the paper 
Signed a restraining order and 
case for a hearing on September 19. The 
petition and temporary jijunction were 
placed in the hands of William Erskine. 
who resides at the corner of Whitehali 
snd McDaniel streets, and read 
the papers to the foreman of the laborers 
when they appear for work this morning. 

The residents all along the Central of 
Georgia right”of way from Fair street 
to beyond Oakland City are very much 
wrought up over the steps now being 
taken by the Centra! to construct two 
new tracks along its line. 

A large number of injunction 
have been filed restraining the railroad 
from prosecuting the work as far as the 
outer limits of Oakland City, but up to 
last evening the people who live along 
Whitehall street between the center of 
the city and West End have sought to 
protect themselves by personal watch- 
fulness and vigilance, appearing on the 
scene whenever a railroad employee ap- 
peared in their back yards either to drive 
a stake or do any other act looking to 
the construction of the two objeetionable 
tracks. 

It is alleged in the suit filed last eve- 
ning that they fear the railroad em- 
ployees will slip into their yards at night, 
destroy their fences and appropriate a 
nart of their real estate on which to lay 
tracks.

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COLLIER REPLIES 
TO COURT PAPER 


Resenls Charges in Petition 
filed by the Caveators 


Asks Why He Was Not Requésted 
*To Make Bond, and Why George 
W. Collier, Jr., Was Not 
Included in the Pe- 
tition. 


Henry L. Collier fesents the attack 
made on him by the caveators of the 
Collier will in their petition filed last 
Saturday. eee 

He takes up the charges Qne by one 
made against him in that petition and in 
a! communication sent to The Consti- 
tution office yesterday sets out his po- 
Sition fully. 

Mr. Collier is a nephew of the late G. 
W. Collier and is also one of the execu- 
tors named in the disputed will. The 
petition filed by the caveators requests 
that Mr. Collier and Judge Bateman, an- 
other of the executors, be placed under 
bond, tixed by the ordinary. As grounds 
for this request certain charges are made 
against both these men. Mr. Collier re- 
plies to that portion. concerning him as 


follows: 


“"T> the Public: ‘Some are born great; 
some achieve greatness, and others Nave 
greatness thrust upon them.’ 

“The notoriety my kinspeople, through 
thelr attorneys, arg at present giving me 
nas come unsolicited on my part. With-' 
knowledge or consent IJ WS 
named as one of three executors in my 
uncle’s (G. W. Collier's) will. 

“If the will is genuine, and of this I 
have not the slightest doubt, my uncle 
had the right to judge of my fitness, and 
such action on his part is neither sub- 
ject to the adverse criticism of Nis chil- 
dren or their lawyers. He had a right 
to name as executor whomsoever he 
pleased. If the will is not genuine, let 
the caveators, by their attorneys, prove 
it without an unwarranted attack upon 
me. 

“For fifty-one years I have andeavored 
to move in a quiet way among my fel- 
low-citizens of Atlanta and to merit their 
ood will. 

Through the goodness of God I have 
heen both able and willing to pay my 
just debts, give my wife and children 
a comfortable home, all necessary Ser- 
vants, clothing suitable for their station 
in life, and my children all the advan- 
tages in procuring an education that 
money could furnish. 

“My ecrecit stands first-class, at least, 
I hare been denied credit by any one. 

“Miv fellow-citizens mu have been 
satisied with the efforts I have made, 
for in 1900 they elected me to the hon- 
orable position of commissioner of pub- 
lie works. In 1902 they reelected me with 
a largely increased majority, and I hope 
in 1904 by a still larger vote they will 
again reelect me.

Forty-seven men and women charged 
with vagrancy were sent to the Tower 
yesterday by Recorder Broyles. This 
Swells the grand total of alleged vagrants 
‘close up to the one hundred mark. The 
exact number is 98. 

The majority of the prisoners held ,on 
the charge of vagrancy yesterday were 
white men, the police having raided cer- 
tain questionable localities early Sunday 
morning and locked up all the men they 
found making disreputable abodes their 
home. Many of these were bound over 
under the vagrancy law. _ 

It is said that a large number of loaf- 
ers has fled the city. The exodus began 
simultaneously, with the ralds of the po- 
lice. So it is estimated that with the loaf- 
ers lodged in jail and@ the .loafers who 
have shaken the dust of Atlaxta from 
their feet the city has gotten Nd of at 
least 200 peotile who have been idliyg ‘and 
loafing around Atlanta for many yéars.

Atlanta 
has no room for vagrants and the loafing 
gentry will now know that we intend to 
enforce the new law strictly and rigidly.”

PARSON FLAYS 
“SMART SET” 


Dean Babbitt Attacks The 
“Sins”? And Follies Of 
Fashion. 


New York, August 31.—In a sermon at 
the Church of the Epiphany on “The Sins 
and Follies of Fashion,” the Rev. Dean 
Richmond Babbitt has made an appeal 
for Christian earnestness and dignity as 
a corrective to the abuses of fashion in 
various circles of society and criticised 
severally many of the reported doings of 
the so-ealled ‘“‘smart set in America.” 

“J am more and more convinced,” he 
said, “that we of the clergy must preach 
clearly, pointedly, as forcefully as pos- 
sible, to the sins and follies of the times, 
dwell less on the exodus of the Israel- 
ites from Egypt and more on the exodus 
of Christian virtues from American life. 

“Bach one of us is the keeper of Chris- 
tian morality and public opinion to the 
extent of our social abilities.and influence 
and it is just as necessary for each of us 
to carry out reforms in ourselves and 
neighbors if possible as it would be to 
reform the entire nation, which Is im- 
possible. 

“There are many ways ta. look at the 
selfish, wasteful, indecorous, baleful and 
often insane class of the so-called ‘smart 
set,’ who seems to make a crusade to 
get their- peculiar social antics in the 
newspapers as enthusiasts impale but- 
terfilles for exhibition in a museum. The 
senseless class in thé public imitate them, 
the sober thinking class have a pitying 
contempt for them, the earnest Chris- 
tians blush for them, the patriotic Amer- 
ican abhors them and the genuine aris- 
tocracy of America and Europe laughs at 
them. Their example is pestilent to 
democratic America, their antics a vio-

SEASON OF 1902-03 


Daniel J. Sully & Co., Give Their 
Views of Season Just Closed. 


ESTIMATE OF GROWING CROP 


Predict September Movement Will 
Protably Not Reach 650,000 
Bales—They Consider the 
Winter Months Too 
Low. 


New York, Augtst °)—A short review 
of the season 1902-05, just closed. which 
has had such extraordinary develop- 
ments, is required as a guide for the 
future. On September 1, 1902, the world 
had very small supplies, but very favor- 
able weather lead to the largest Sep- 
tember movement we have. ever had. 
Weather continued very favorable during 
October, and apprehension of. damage by 
an early frost did not maerialize. Es- 
timates of 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 bales were 
freely circulated in November and De- 
cember by well known parties who were 
interested in holding out prospects for 
large supplies to meet the requirements 
of rapidly increasing consumption. The 
trad? agreed upon one point, however, 
that the consumption of cotton could not 
exceed materially production owing to 
general exhaustion of visible and in- 
visible supplies. Commencing in Novem- 
ber a large number of experienced cot- 
ton dealers recommended purchases of 
cotton based on crop estimates below 
11,000,000 beles, and vredicting in the sum- 
mer of 1903 very high prices, as consump- 
tion exceeded production. Extraordinary 
rainfall from January 1 to March 1, es- 
yecially in Texas, retarded preparations 
for the crop of 1993. During April, May 
and June reports from all sections agreed 
that the cotton crop had been unusually 
late and the growth of the plafZt was 
retarded by urtfavorable weather condi- 
tions. During July and August weather 
conditions have been generally favorable 
for developments, but owing to the ex- 
treme lateness of the crop, there is a 
unit of opinion that favorable weather 
the balance of the season is of the ut- 
most importance. The best part of pick- 
ing season from August 15 has been lost 
owing to late maturity of crops.. Sep- 
tember this year takes the place of 
August, 

We have no extravagant views about 
the crop of 1903, and inclined to consider 
11,000,900 an extreme maximum figure. For 
the tlme being our opinion is based on 
the prospective quantities to come into 
sight during the next sixty days and the 
views we entertain about opinions, re- 
quirements, etc. We commence the 
season with the smallest visible and in- 
visible supplies ever known. September 
movement, which last season was 1,250,000 
will probably not reach 650.000 bales of 
cotton with extremély scant prospective 
supplies for next thirty days. We con- 
sider prices for winter months too low 
and recommend purchases. Silver has 
advanced in London since November last 
from 21 1-2d to 26 1-2d. This advance fa- 
cilitates an enormous amount of business 
to all countries having silver circulation.

New York, August 31.—(Special.)—The 
Journal of Commerce will tomorrow pub-

shows a gain in condition of 2.9 points 
over August to 79.6. This is 8.6 points 
better than September, 1902, and 9.4 better 
than September, 1901. As August is usual- 
ly a month of deterioration the im- 
rrovement is the striking.
